EMBEZZLEMENT 


F. A. and C. C. Schaeffer Ac- 
cused of Pledging Deed Given 
to Them to Be Released. 


BOTH HAVE DISAPPEARED, 


Other Deals of Their North Side 
Real Estate Co. Are Being 
Investigated. 


Indictments charging embezzziement 
have been voted by the grand jury 
against Francis A. Schaeffer and his 
son, Chester C. Schaeffer, who formerly 
transacted business as The North Side 
Real Estate Co., at 2029 East Grand ave- 
nue. 

The voting of the indictments 
made known today after detectives had 


reported to him that they could not 
find the Schaffers and had reason to 
believe they had left the city. 

It is charged in the indictment that 
the Schaeffers embezzled a $6500 deed of 
trust from Henry Wehde of Brevator, 
Mo. The deed was on property at 4218 
Gratiot street. 

Wehde told the Circuit Attorney that 
on May 22 last he turned the deed over 
to the Schaeffers with ingtructions that 
they take it to the Recorder's office and 
have it released. as the maker of the 
deed had surrendered the Gratiot street 
proprty to him under the mortgage. 

It is charged that Aug. 18 last Chester 
C. Schaeffer, with the knowledge of hia 
father, pledged the deed with B. H. 
Stoltman, a real estate dealer at 4003 
Chouteau avenue, as security for a $5000 
note. 

Other transactions in which the 
Schaeffers took part are still under in- 
vestigation by the grand jury. 

The indictment of the Schaeffers grew 
out of the general investigation which 
followed the exposure of fraudulent real 
estate deals by A. H. Frederick, who is 
now serving a penitentiary term. It 
was the fifth case investigated within 
five weeks in which indictments were 
returned.

BANK EMIBEZZLER 


Departs From Custom in Restor- 
ing Citizenship of Preston T. 
Aker, Whose Term Expires. 


-TOWNSMEN OPPOSED IT 


Friends Had Laid Emphasis on 
Confessed Smithville Forger’s 
Services to Democratic Party. 


In addition to the 36 paroles issued by 


Lieutenant-Governor Painter in the 
three weeks he has been Acting Gov- 
ernor, it was learned this morning, he 


also gave a full pardon to Preston T. 
Aker, former Smithville banker and con- 
fessed embezzier, whose two-year pen- 
itentiary term expired today. The par- 
don previously had been indorsed with 
eraphasis on Aker’s long service to the 
Vemocratic party, although the cashier 
of the bank which Aker looted of some 
$6,000 and other business men of Smith- 
ville opposed it. It is customary for 
convicts to show by correct living after 
they leave prison that they are entitled 
to a pardon which restores them to ful! 
citizenship, including the right to vote 
and hold office. 

Aker was cashier of the Farmers’ Bank 
at Smithville, which is in Clay County, 
and in the same judicial district as 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter’s homs 
town, Carrollton. He was a deacon, a 
Sunday school worker and secretary of 
the School Board. A shortage of $62, 
was found in his accounts in May, 1913, 
and he oo arrested. 


Confessed to Forging Notes. 
He a+ confessed that he had ob- 


tained the money on forged notes, to 
which he had signed the names of 
farmers and business men of Clay Coun- 
ty. Twenty-two indictments were re- 
turned against him. He pleaded guilty 
on six and was sentenced to serve two 
years on each, but the sentences were 
made to run concurrently. 

Under the rule he got a fourth of his 
time off for good behavior. Acting Gov. 
Painter signed the pardon Saturday 
just before he left Jefferson City for 
Carrollton. 

Grover C. Wood, cashier of the Farm- 
ers’ Bank, was one of those who pro- 
tested. William H. Patterson, a Smith- 
nm, wrote to the Lieu- 
a& most vigorous pro- 
test, declaring that Aker had won the 
confidence and esteem of the people ar 
Smithville, only to rob them and de- 
stroy their gavings, that the former 
cashier ‘‘deliberately stole $50,000 and 
that public sentiment in and around 
Smithville opposed the pardon.”’ 

A *“Stanch Democrat.” 

W. C. Rice, who advocated a full par- 
don, ended his letter by saying that 
Preston was “also a stanch Democrat, 
ready and willing at all times to do and 
sacrifice his time and money for the 
good of his party.” 

Cc. H. Suddarth, who also petitioned 
for a pardon, said he believed that 
Preston ‘can yet be of service to his 
people ana country and the grand old 
Democratic party, with which he al- 
ways has been identified.’’ 

Gov. Major did not reach the capital 
this morning, as had been expected, but 
will get in some time tonight. With 
the Lieutenant-Governor at Carrollton, 
there is no executive at the seat of 
government. That is not unusual, how- 
ever, as Gov. Major frequently goes out 
of the city without leaving anyone in 
charge, unless he is also going out of 
the State.

AIT GREAT PARADE OF BLUEJACKETS 
NAVY EXPRESSES THE AMERICAN CHARACTER, SAYS WILSON 
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in Rain Between Solid Walls of 
Spectators—Review of 64 Fighting Ships 
in Harbor This Afternoon—War 
Game Starts Tomorrow.

NEW YORK, May 17.—President Wil- 
son delivered a patriotic address on the 
American flag and the protection it car- 
ries for Americans at a luncheon given 
today in his honor by the New York 
Citizens’ Committee for the reception of 
the Atlantic fleet. 

When the President arose to. speak, 
soon after reviewing the parade of sail- 
ors and marines from the fleet, he was; 
enthusiastically cheered. Five hundred 


jumped to their feet and applauded. All 
the officers were in full dress uniform. 


Alton B. Parker, Jacob Schiff, Joseph 
H. Choate, August Belmont and many 
other prominent New Yorkers were 


among those present. 

Acting Mayor George McAnemy in- 
troduced the President, who declared 
that the luncheon was not the occasion 
at which it was wise for him to make 
an extended address. He said he always 
had a deep interest in the navy. 

Right to Have Great Navy. 

“It is right,”’ he said, ‘“‘that Ameri- 
ca should have a great navy to ex- 
press its character.’’ 

The Navy, he added, brought the Unit- 
ed States in touch with the rest of the 


werld. Secretary Daniels was warmly 
praised by the President. Under him 
the President said the Navy had become 
more and more efficient. The Secre- 


tary, 

pert. 

“Te navy of the United States,"’ the 
President said, “‘expresses our ideals. 
} The fleet lying here at New York is a 
creat fleet and has nothing of bluster 
about it. 

“The great thing about America is that 
it wants no territory, and questions no 
other nation’s honor. We stand for hu- 
manity and for the things that human- 
it. wants.”’ 

Fie=z Typlifies All That Is Best. 

Speaking of the flag. the President 
asserted that !t typified all that was 
best in the world. 

“The mission of America,”’ he went 
on, “is what her soldiers and sailors 
should think of. They have nothing 
to do with shaping of policies. Some- 
time the persons who run _ the 
United States forget the principles 
it was founded on, but the people 
themselves never forget. 

‘When a crisis occurs in this coun- 
try it is as if you put your finger 
on the pulse of the nation, as if you 
put your hand on the puise of a 
dynamo. 

“We lift no threats against any 
nation. This fleet in the river is a 
great solemn evidence that the forces 
of America is the forces of mora! 
principle. There is nothing else for 
which she will contend.” 

At the conclusion of his address, 
President Wilson left the hotel to tn-

President Watches Intently. 

A battalion of mounted police preceded 
the marchers, clad in dark blue jack- 
ets with light blue trousers, and then 
the regiments of sailors. As each de- 
tachment passed, the President was Sa- 
luted. Throughout the parade the Pres- 
ident stood, silk-hatted, intent on the 
spectacle, serious of face except when 
the passing of the mascots from the 
various battleships drew ripples of 
laughter from the crowd. 

Guards Even on Housetopes. 

Seldom had such precautions been 
taken to guard a President in New 
York City. Along the way there were 
many detectives, some of them being 
stationed even on the tops of houses, 
so that they might better observe the 
throngs.

NEW WATER METER 


Quarterly Bill Increased by 600 
Per Cent Since Company 
Installed Device. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 17.—In a 
complaint filed with the Public Service 
Commission today, the Rev. Cornelius 
F. O'Leary, pastor of the Notre Dame 
Catholic Church of Wellston, declares 
that a water meter which the West St. 
Louis Water and Light Co. arbitrarily 
installed in the church property has in- 
creased the quarterly water bill to 500 
per cent more than it was while he was 
using a meter installed for him by a 
plumber, though he has been using less 
water since the company’s meter was 
installed. The company made no com- 
plaint that his meter was not of stand- 
ard quality, he says, or that it registered 
inaccurately. 

While his own meter was in use, Fa- 
ther O'Leary asserts, the quarterly bill 
was about $12. Since the installation of 
the company’s meter, he says, he has 
been more frugal in the use of water, 
but that the quarterly water bill aver- 
ages about $68. 

Father O’Leary asks that the Com- 
mission investigate the company’s meter 
and afford him whatever relief the facts 
warrant. 


At the office of the West St. Louis 
Water and Light Co. this afternoon, in 
response to a Post-Dispatch reporter's 
request for a statement, it was said no 
official of the company who would have 
authority to discuss the complaint was 
there. 


2000 CASUALTIES AMONG 
BRITISH OFFICERS IN 16 DAYS 


List Shows Heaviest Losses Combined 
Army and Navy Publised Since 
Beginnig of War. 

LONDON, May 17.—The week-end cas- 
valty list, including those in the Dar- 
danelles as well as in France, which was 
issued last night, shows the heaviest 
casualties yet published since the war 
began. The list contains the name of 
more than 400 officers and nearly 2000 
men of both branches of the services. 
The casualties among the officers bring 
the total published in the last 16 days 

to more than 2000. 

Among the officers killed were PBriga- 
dier-General Arthur Willoughby G. 
Lowry Cole, and Capt. The Hon. Eric 
Upton, heir of Viscount Templetown. 

Among the wounded is Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. B. Vandeleur, who while a 
prisoner of war in Germany, escaped 
and sent a report to the Government 
concerning the ilitreatment of British 
prisoners in Germany. 

Maj. The Hon. C. S. Freeman- Mitford, 
eldest son of Baron Bedesdale, was 
killed in Flanders. Maj. Freeman-Mit- 
ford was dangerously wounded in Flan- 
ders in October and was invalided home, 
He returned to the front recently. Maj. 
Herbert Finch and Maj. Arthur Festing, 
both holding the distinguished service 
order, also were killed in Flanders. Maj. 
Finch, like Maj. Freeman-Mitford, was 
wounded last fall and had just returned 
to the front.

IN NORTHERN FRANCE 


First Army in Night Attack Advances Nearly 
Mile Into Opposing Trenches—Germans 
Also Retire to Eastern Bank of Yser. 


PARIS, May 17.—British troops, con- 
tinuing their drive at the German Line | 
near La Bassee, have captured another 


series of trenches at  Richebourg 
l’Aveue. They took 450 prisoners. 
LONDON, May 1i7.—An official state- 


ment issued by the British War Office 
last night records a notable advance in 
Northern France by British troops, The 
announcement says: 

“The first army has made a success- 
tul attack between Richebzurg l'Avcu. 
and Festubert, breaking the enemy’s | 
line over the greate> part of a two- 
mile front. 2 

“The attack commenced at midnight 
to the south of Richebzurg lAvcue, 
where we carried two successive lines 
of German breastworks on a front of 
800 yards. A mile further to the south 
another attack at dawn carried 120) 
yards of German front line trenches 
and was pushed rapidly on, extending 
iis success 600 yards further south by 
bombing along the German trenches. 
Here we crossed the Festubert-Quin- 
quie road and advanced nearly a mile 
into the. German lines. 

. “The fighting still continues in ou- 
favor and throughout the day our 
brave troops have fought spiendidly.”’ 
Today’s report from German head- 
quarters on the operations in Flanders 
and in the East, says: 

“North of Ypres and to the west of 
the canal near Steenstraete and Het 
Sas, the Germans yesterday gave up 
their advanced positions and to avoid 
logses from the strong artillery fire of 
the enemy they drew back their smaller

Populace Wildly ldly Enthusiastic 


at Retention of Premier 
Salandra and Crowds Pa- 
sade the Streets, Waving 
Flags and Demanding 
Fight With Austria. 


47 WOMEN KILLED IN 
FIGHTING AT TRIESTE 


Hundreds of Cities and 
‘Towns Throughout King- 
dom Celebrate the Indorse- 
ment of the So-Called 
“War Cabinet.” 


ROME, May 17.—Developments of the 
utmost importance are expected today 
fn the affairs of Italy. Premier Salan- 
dra has called the first formal meeting 
of his Cabinet to be held since the pass- 
{ing of the ministerial crisis, which re- 
sulted in his remaining in power with 
a virtual vindication of his foreign pol- 
icy. It is considered highly probable a 
definite decision for peace or war may 
be reached. 

The tension has been intensified by re- 
ported clashes between Austrian and 
Italian frontier guards. The temper of 
the Italian people has been more high- 


ly inflamed by dispatches telling of a 
“women’s revolution” at Trieste. For- 
ty-seven women are saki to have been 
killed and 300 wounded thére by gen- 
darmes when they charged a crowd 
which was threatening the Governor's 
palace. 
Crowd Chiefly of Women. 

The crowd, composed chiefly of wom- 
en because most of the men have been 
called to the colors, invaded the square 
on which faces the palace of the Gov- 
ernor, Baron Friesseki. The women 
cried: “‘Death to Francis-Joseph! Down 
with Austria!’ burned an Austrian flag 
together with a portrait of the Emperor 
and attempted to attack the palace. 

The Governor ordered gendarmes to 
charge the crowd and the women re- 
tired, fighting stubbornly. Lamp posts 
were torn up and the signs of tobac- 
conists, which bear the Austrian coat 
of arms, because their business is a 
Government monopoly, were destroyed. 

Official confirmation of the report that 
the Salandra Cabinet would remain in 
power was greeted by one of the most 
remarkable demonstrations of approval 
ever witnessed in Rome. A crowd esti- 
mated at 300,000 gathered in the Popolo 
Square at the foot of the Pincian Hill, 
the slope and summit of which were 
thronged with representatives of the 
most artistocratic families in the capi- 
tal. 


Flags Displayed Everywhere, 

Society women wearing the tri-color 
of Italy waved flags and handkerchiefs 
as they joined in the cheers for Salan- 
éra and Foreign Minister Sonnino, 
while bands played patriotic airs. To 
the Garibaldian veterans in the crush 
ft seemed that the stirring days of the 
War of Independence had returned. 
Even horses and cabs were decked with 
flags. Beside the Obelisk in the square 
was an immense caricature of Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria, at which 
all kinds of missiles were hurled. 
French, British, Belgian and Russian 
flags were borne aloft with the Italian 
colors. 

There was @ great patriotic demon- 
stration before the home of Ricciotti 
Garibaldi. The veteran “red shirt” lead- 
er responded to insistent demands for a 
speech by declaring “today the Italian 
people are writing the !ast page of their 
mational liberation to which our red 
shirts contributed.” 

A young priest who declared all po- 
litical parties had been merged into a 
united Italy was hailed as a new Ugo 
Bassi, the priest who followed Gari- 
baldi and was shot down by the Aus- 
trians. 

Marchers Showered With Flowers. 


A procession of enthusiastic Romans 
marched from one end of the city to the 
other and back again, under a shower 
of flowers, thrown from the houses 
along the way. There were extraordi- 
nary demonstrations at the home of 
Premier Salandra, the War Office, the 
royal palace and at the Consulta, where 
it was thought the grim visage of Son- 
nino, the Foreign Minister who has been 
implacable in his demands upon Aus- 
tria, was seen behind a window. 

Rome's great demonstration of rejoic- 
ing at the solution of the ministerial 
crisis by the retention in office of the 
so-called “War Cabinet,” was echoed on 
a smalier scale in hundreds of cities and 
towns throughout the kingdom. Every- 
where was evident on the part of the 
people a desire for war with Austria. 


Strike at Milan Ends. 

The excitement at Milan subsided on 
receipt of the news of Premier Salan- 
dra's retention. The general strike there 
passed off without serious incident, al- 
though there was a demonstration in 
favor of war on the part of a crowd 
estimated at 40,000. Similar demonstra- 
tions occurred at Florence, Naples, Mes- 
gina, Bologna, Palermo and Catania. 

The demonstration at Bologna devel- 
oped into a free fight between the fac- 
tions for and against war. At Genoa 
crowds attempted to pillage the shops 
of a gunsmith, but were held in check 
by troops. 


Maly Said to Have 1,700,000 Soldiers 
Ready for Field. 

LONDON, May 17.—Italy now has 
1,700,000 soldiers ready to take the 
field, fully equipped, according to a 
telegram from Lugano, Switzerland, 
which is close to the Itallan frontier.

E. Franklin, former president of the 
Bankers’ Trust Co., were turned over 
iast July for settlement with his credit- 
tors, had not managed the assets to the 
best advantage. He appointed as receiv- 
er, to supersede the trustees, Frank J. 
Cunningham of Pemiscot County, Mo. 

The members of the committee of five 
were Richard 8S. Hawes, vice president 
of the Third National Bank; August 
Schlafly, bond dealer; August E. Brook- 
er, cashier of the Manchester Bank; 
Samuel C., McCluney, broker, and L, 8. 
Mitchell, assistant to the president of 
the National Bank of Commerce. 


Banks Sought Injunctiov. 
Eugene H. Angert, who represented 


the committee in the hearing which lei 
to Judge Dyer’s decision, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that an appeal would 
be taken. The receiver is required to 
give $50,000 bond, and Arthur L. Oliver, 
United States District Attorney, was 
named as counsel for the receiver. 
Judge Dyer’s decision was given in 
the suit of three banks, two in Illinois 
and one in Arkansas, which sought an 
injunction to prevent the sale of a tract 
of 800 acres in Pemiscot County, for 
$300,000, to William B. McGinley of De- 
catur, Ill. A deal for the purchase at 
this price was made, it was alleged 
McGinley to pay $25.000 cash and the 
balance in notes due Jan. 1 next. 


Creditors’ Agreement. 
The three banks were originally 


ties to the creditors’ 
which the Franklin assets were turned 
over to the comfhittee of five. When 
they learned of the pending sale of the 
Pemiscot County land, they began the 
legal proceedings, declaring that the 
tract was being sold for much less than 
its value, and asking an injunction. 

No restraining order to stop the sale 
of land was issued, as had been re- 
quested, but the lawyers in the case be- 
lieve the court’s action will prevent the 
consummation of the deal. 

Judge Dyer, commenting on a question 
raised as to his jurisdiction, said the 
agreement of last July did not give the 
trustees such unlimited discretion over 
the Franklin assets as to prevent # 
court of chancery administering them, 
provided the court finds that the dis- 
cretion conferred on them has been 
abused, or the interest of the benefi- 
ciaries jeopardized by mismanagement, 
whether by willful carelessness or neg- 
lect. 


Judge on Committee’s Work. 
The Judge said he found the Pemiscot 


County land to be of great value, and 
reasonably worth largely in excess of 
$400,000. He also found that the com- 
mittee had not ‘managed the trust es- 
tate so as to realize ‘to the best ad- 
vantage on the assets of the said 
Franklin,’ in that they have failed to 
realize, from the available assets of the 
estate, funds sufficient to pay the inter- 
est on the underlying mortgages on cer- 
tain of said lands, and have thereby 
invited the sale of such lands at auc- 
tion. They have also failed to provide 
means for the payment of State and 
county taxes, and have thereby permit- 
ted large penalties to be assessed 
against the said lands. 

‘They have also,”’ the Court continued 
“failed to properly advertise the sale 
of the 8500 acres of land. They have 
accepted and acted on an alleged ap- 
praisement of the said land, made by 
persons residing in Illinois, unacquainted 
with the lands and the value thereof.

I shall never forget those poor, 
broken, mud-encrusted boots. Thev 
spoke so eloquently of utter weariness 
and pain; there was something about 
them that was the very essence of 
pathos. The owners of those boots were 
lying on stretchers which were made 
to slide into the ambulances as draw- 
ers slide into bureaus, and most of 
them were suffering terrible agony. 

This was the reaping of that terrible 
harvester which was at its work of 
mowing down human beings not five 
miles away. 

Sometimes as the ambulances went 
rocking by we would catch a fleeting 
glimpse of some poor fellow whose 
wounds would not permit of his lying 
down. I remember one of these, 4&4 
clean-cut, fair-haired youngster, who 
looked to be still in his teens. He was 
sitting on the floor of the ambulance. 
leaning for support against the rail. He 
held his arms straight out in front of 
him. Both his hands had been blown 
away at the wrists. 

The head of another man was s0 
swathed in bandages that my first im- 
pression was that he was wearing a 
huge turban of white and red. The jolt- 
ing of the car had caused the bandages 
to slip. If that man lives, little chil- 
dren will run from him in terror and 
women will turn aside when they meet 
him on the street. 

And still that caravan of agony kept 
rolling by, rolling by. The floors of 
the cars were wire sieves, leaking 
blood. The dusty road over which they 
had passed no longer needed sprinkling. 

Every Butiding a Hospital. 

Tearing over the rough cobbles of Bail- 
leul, the ambulance came to a halt be- 
fore some one of the many doorways 
over which droop the Red Cross flags, 
tor every suitable building in the little 
town has been converted into a hos: 
pital. The one of which I am going to 
tell you had been a school until the war 
began. It is officially known as hospital 
No. 8 but I shall always think of it as 
hell's ante-chamber. On ‘the afternoon 
that I was there 800 wounded were 
brought into that building between the 
hours of 2 and 4, and this, mind you. 
was but one of many hospitals in that 
same little town. 

As I entered the door I had to stand 
aside to let a stretcher carried by two 
orderlies pass out. Through the rougn 
brown blanket which covered the 
stretcher showed the vague outlines of 
a human form, but the face was cov- 
ered and it was very still. In a week or 
two or a month, when the death lists 
are published, there will appear the 
name of the still form under the brown 
blanket and there will be anguish in 
some English home. 

In the hallway of the hospital a man 
was sitting upright on a bench and tw» 
surgeons were working over him. He 
was sitting there because the operating 
rooms were filled. I hope that that man 
is unmarried, for he no longer has a 
fece. What an hour or so had been tha 
lonest countenance—of an English lad 
was now a horrid welter of blood anid 
splintered bone and mangled flesh, 

The surgeon in charge took me 
upstairs to the ward which contained 
the more serious cases. On a cot be- 
side the door was stretched a young 
Canadian. His face looked as if it 
had been stepped upon by a giant in 
spiked shoes. “Look,” said the sur- 
geon, and lifted the woolen blanket. 
That man’s body looked like a field 
which has been gone over with a 
disc harrow. His feet, his legs, his 
abdomen, his chest, his face was fur- 
rowed with gaping, angry wounds.

He held a tin 
cup in his hand, and quite regularly, 
about once a minute, he would hold it 
to his lips and spit out blood. 

Over by the window lay a boy with 
a face as white as the pillow cover. He 
was quite conscious and stared at the 
cellings with wide, unseeing eyes. ‘“‘An- 
other shrapnel case,”’ said a hospital 
attendant. ‘‘Both legs amputated, but 
he'll recover.”’ 

I wonder what he'll do for a living 
when he gets back to England. Per- 
haps he will sell pencils or boot laces 
on the flags of Piccadilly and hold out 
his cap for coppers. 

A man with his head all swathed in 
strips of linen lay so motionless that I 
asked if he were living. 

“Shot through the head,’’ was the 
answer. ‘‘We've tried trepanning, and 
he'll probably pull through, but he'll 
never recover his reason.” 

Can’t you see him in the years to 
come, my friends, this splendid specimen 
of manhood, his mind a Dlank, wan- 
dering, helpless as a little child, about 
some English village? 

Wounded Arrive Day and Night. 

I doubt if any four walls in all the 
world contain more human suffering 
than those of Hospital No. 8 at Bailleul, 
yet of all those shattered, broken, man- 
gled men I heard only one utter a com- 
plain or groan. He was a fair-haired 
giant, as are so many of these English 
fighting men. “A bullet had splintered his 
spine and with his hours numbered he 
was suffering the most awful torment 
that a human being can endure. The 
perspiration stood in beads upon his 
forehead, the muscles of his neck and 
arms were so corded and knotted that 
it seemed as if they would burst through 
the sun-tanned skin. His naked breast 
rose and fell in sobs of agony. 

“Oh, God! Oh, God!" he moaned, “be 
merciful and take me. It hurts, it hurts, 
it hurts me so—my wife—the kiddies— 
doctor, give me a hypodermic and stop 
the pain—say good-by to them for me— 
tell them—oh, I can’t stand it any long- 
er—I’m not afraid to die—but I just can't 
stand this pain—Oh, God! Dear God! 
won't you let me die? 

When I went out of that room the 
perspiration was standing on my ow" 
forehead. They took me downstairs to 
show me what they call the evacuation 
ward. It is a big, barnlike room, per- 
haps 100 feet long by 8 wide, and tlic 
floor was. so thickly covered’ witi. 
blanketed forms on _ stretchers that 
there was no room to walk about 
among them. These were the men whose 
wounds had been treated and who, ‘tt 
was believed. were able to journey by 
hospital train to one of the _ Britisn 
bases on the coast.

Weunded Generally Cheerful. 

The wounded are, for the most part, 
cheerful—as cheerful, that is, as men 
can be whose bodies have been ripped 
and drilled and torn by shot and shell, 
who have been strangled by poisonous 
gases and who are aflaine with fever, 
who are faint from loss of blood, and 
who have before them a railway jour- 
rey of many hours. 

This railway journey 
is as comfortable 
ty can make it, 


to the coast 
as human ingenul- 
the trains with their 
white enamel interiors end swinging 
Lerths being veritable hospitals on 
wheels, but to these weakened, worried 
men it is terribly trying, though they 
know that at the end of it clean beds 
and cool pillows and svuft-footed, low- 
voiced nurses are awaiting them. The 
men to be transferred still wore the 
clothes in which they hat been carried 
from the trenches, though in many 
cases they had been slashed open that 
the surgeons might get at the wounds. 
They were plastered with mud. 

Many of them had no opportunity to 
bathe for weeks. Their underclothes 
were in such condition that when re- 
moved they fell apart. The canvas 
stretchers on which they lay #0 patient- 
ly and uncomplainingly were splotched 
with what looked like wet brown 
paint, and on this horrid, sticky sub- 
stance were swarms of hungry flies. 
The air was heavy with mingled smells 
of antiseptics, perspiration, flesh, blood 
and human filth. 

Britain Owes Debt of Gratitude 

In that room was to be found every 
form of wound which can be inflicted 
by the most hellish weapons the brain 
of man has devised. The wounded were 
covered with coarse woolen blankets, 
but some of the men in their torment 
had kicked the coverings off, and I 
saw things which I have no words to 
tell about, and which I wish ‘with all 
my heart that I could forget. To the 
surgeons and the nurses in the hospitals 
of Balleul the people of England owe 
a debt of gratitude which they can 
never fully repay. 

The soldiers in the trenches are 
waging no more desperate or heroic 
battle than these quiet, efficient, en- 
ergetic men and women, who wear 
the red badge of mercy. They have 
no sicep save such as they can 
snatch between the tides of wounded 
or when they drop on the floor from 
sheer exhaustion. Their organization 
is a marvel of efficiency. 

That of the Germans may be. as 
good, but it can be no better. They 
are working under as trying condi- 
tions as doctors and nurses were ever 
called upon to face. They treat dail? 
hundreds of cases, any one of which 
would cause a Tondon surgeon to 
call a consultation. They are in con-

REBEL SUCCESSES 


Joao Chagas Is Proclaimed Head 
of the Government, Which 
Is Republican. 


By AsrNeT ON May 17.—The new 
Portuguese Cabinet, headed by Premier 
Chages, has met with the entire ap- 
proval of the country and quiet has been 
restored, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived from Lisbon today at the Portu- 
guest Legation here. 

The Portuguese Minister, Viscount de 
Alte; said he believed the disturbances 
had no international significance and 
were merely directed against the min- 
istry, the resignation of which removed 
the fear of further trouble. 


PARIS, May 17.—apsolute calm has 
been restored in Lisbon and the Portu- 
guese capital has resumed its normal 
appearance, according to a dispatch to 
the Havas Agency filed late yesterday. 
Some of the best known monarchists 
are leaving the city. The movement, 
which was republican and not mon- 
archistic, is said to have been directed 
solely toward strengthening the repub- 
lic, which the revolutionary elements 
believed was threatened or weakened 
by the policy of Pimenta Castro as Pre- 
mier. 

A Havas dispatch from Lisbon con- 
tains the proclamation issued by the 
Revolutionary Committee in Lisbon. 
It says: 

“We are going to restore the republic 
to the republicans. We demand a na- 
tional Goverf@&ent and consequently it 
ought to be republican. We shall adopt 
no. party flag, because we wish all re- 
publicans to be united for the dignity of 
the country and the salvation of the re- 
public. 

“We do not advise violence or repris- 
als. Our energy does not preclude gen- 
erosity for the vanquished. It is the 
province of the Nationa] Government 
alone to execute measures for patriotic 
defense. All may rély upon its honor 
and its patriotism.’’

Joao Chagas to Head New Govern- 
ment in Lisbon. 


LISBON, via Paris, May 17.—The suc- 
cess of the revolutionary forces has 
been confirmed. The new Government, 
which will be presided over by Joao 
Chagas, was proclaimed from the win- 
dows of the city hall and'the announce- 
ment was received with enthusiastic 
manifestations. 

The casualties of Friday's fightinz 
numbered 67 killed and 300 wounded. 
Saturday's list is not yet obtainable, 
but there were many more killed or 
wounded’ on both sides during assaults 
on police headquarters, the military col- 
lege and the cavalry barracks, the dé- 
fenders of which delivered determine 
counter attacks before they were over- 
come. 

Several royalists were arrested, in- 
cluding Marquis Ficalho. The new Gov- 
ernment is taking measures to re-estab- 
lish normal conditions. The former 
Minister of Marine was arrested and 
taken aboard a warship for having or- 
dered a destroyer to sink the warship 
from which the revolutionists were bom- 
barding the city. 

News from Oporto indicates that the 
demonstrations there were similar to 
those in Lisbon, but there were fewer 
casualties. All the regiments in Lisbon 
and in the provinces now have surren- 
dered. The last two to capitulate were 
cavalry regiments which led the military 
movement resulting in the appoint- 
ment of Pimenta Castro as Premier in 
January.

“LONDON, May 17.—The renewed al- 
tempts of the Germans to break through 
the British lines near Ypres Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday last—there be.- 
ing pniy artillery engagements on the 
last ed day—are described by the 
offidial observer’attached to the British 


arters in the field in the follow- 
a ecttve: 


“On Monday, the 10th, the fighting on 
our front was confined to the Ypres sa- 
lient. where it continued to rage with 
the game intensity as on the day before, 
gspeelally along the eastern face, om 
both sides of the Menin road. Shelling 
was maintained in the morning but no 
infantry attack was delivered until the 
afternoon when the cannonading in- 
creased, it apparently being the enemy's 
purpose to wear us out and so batter our 
trenches by high explosives that an easy 
passage would bs secured for his tn- 
fantry. 

“Along the eastern face our line runs 
from: the Ypres—Zonnerbecke road, a 
little’ to the east of Verlorenhoek, in a 
southeasterly direction, to Menin high 
road, skirting the eastern edge of Belle- 


warde woods, which encircles the Cha- 


teau Heogo. South of the Menin road it 
continues through the center of the 
woods for about 1200 yards and then 
emerges outside them to Hill No. 60. 


Gas Fails of Result. 
“after their artillery had done its 


worgt—the bombardment being the most 
violent up to now experienced on that 
portion of the front—the Germans 
trought their gas cylinders into play. 
Half an hour later, having allowed time 
for the gas to produce its expected re- 
sult, their infantry advanced to the as- 
sault. of our trenches, held, as ther 
thought, by stupefied or dead men. Un- 
luckily for them, on this occasion their 
methods of frightfulness wen astray 
somewhat, for our men were provided 
with measures for counteracting the gas 
and still were very much alive. 

A strange scene then was witnessed. 
Throtigh the scattered woods and across 
the @learings streamed 4 loose and dis- 
ordered mob of attackers, some of those 
in nt, according to report, being 
dressed in British uniforms in order to 
put our men off their guard and give 
time for the rest of their own men to 
come up. Suddenly our infantry lined 
their parapets and poured in a rapid fire 
from rifles and machine guns on the ad- 
vancing crowd, who threw themselves 
flat an their faces. That, however, was 
the chance for our guns. They poured 
in a heavy shrapnel fire and in a few 
moments the ground was strewn with 
dead and dying Germans all along in 
front of our parapets. 

‘Amid this scene of horror and confu- 
gion out of the smoke and dust that 
hung’in front of our trenches, suddenly 
emerged a man dressed in highland uni- 
form and shouting: ‘Don't shoot, don’t 
shoot/ as he ran toward us. The ruse 
‘Was seen through, however, and he fell 
riddied by bullets. 

- Part of Position Taken. 

*“‘At- one point the Germans succeeded 
in gaining a portion of our position, but 
were forced to retire by the gas. This 
assault was reminiscent of those deliv- 
ered in October by newly raised Ger- 
man corps. The latter amounted to for- 
lorn purposes taken by brave but ill- 
trained levies which had been hastily 
brought up and thrown into the fight. 
On this occasion the undertaking was 
equally hopeless except for the assist- 
ance obtained from asphyxiating gas, 
which, as a matter of fact, failed. 

Another effort to drive us from our 
trenches by means of gas was made 
morth of the Ypres—Cannines Canal. 
The Germans here had two batteries of 
eylinders, placed so that their nozzles 
projected over the parapet and for the 
epace of half an hour a cloud of white 
gas spurted out. It was so dense thar 
‘when standing in it a man could not see 
his hand when held in front of his face, 
and its fumes bleached the grass and 
turned the sandbags of the parapets to 
@ bright yellow colon. 

“No infantry attack was attempted, 
and although our trench had to be evac- 
uated for a time, it was soon reoccu- 
pied. Our troops on the flanks kept up 
@ rapid fire and prevented any advance 
on the enemy's part, had such been his 
intention. But from the movements that 
could be observed in their lines, it is 


| 


from end to end with rifle and ma- 
thine gun fire, scattered and driven back 
Before reaching our position. | 

“It was evident that our infantry was 
not yet sufficiently shaken for the as- 
sault to be pressed home, and so for 
three hours every German gun within 
range was directed against the portion 
of our fronts south of the Menin road 

“At 8&8 p. m. the bombardment ceased 
and the enemy's infantry once more 
swarmed forward, many of them dressed 
in kilts. On this occasion they suc- 
ceeded in occupying temporarily a short 
length of our trenches. But it was plain 
they were, for the time being, at any 
rate, utterly exhausted and when coun- 
ier atacked they made a most feeble 
resistance and were easily driven back. 

“For some hours previously to this 
the Germans had been throwing incen- 
diary shells into Ypres and by this 
time the town was blazing flercely in 
different places, while a dense pall of 
smoke hung over it. In November, when 
similar steps were taken to destroy the 
city, it was noticed that they syncnron- 
ized with abandonment of the effort to 
capture it. It is as yet too soon to say 
that the same interpretation must be 
put on the enemy’s present action. 

‘Besides opening fire with accuracy 
and speed, on the advancing Germans 
our guns bombarded their defense works 
with good effect. 

“One of our airmen had a thrilling ex- 
perience. He was alone in a single seat- 
ed aeroplane in pursuit of a German 
machine. While trying to reload his 
machine gun, he lost control of the 
steering gear and the aeroplane turned 
upside down. The belt around his waist 
happened to be loose and the jerk of 
the turn almost threw him out of the 
machine, but he saved himself by catch- 
ing hold of the rear center struss. The 
belt slipped down round his legs. While 
he hung thus, head downward, making 
desperate efforts to disentangle his legs, 
the machine fell from 8000 to about 2500 
feet, spinning like a falling leaf. At last 
he managed to free his legs and reach 
the control lever with his feet. He then 
succeeded in righting the machine, 
whereupon he slid into his seat.

CHEMICAL WAR BOMB 70 BE 
TRIED ON CONDEMNED. CATTLE 


Experiments With Dr. R; L. Fowzer’s 
Invention Under U. 8. Army 
Supervision. 

CHICAGO, May 17.—Beginning next 
week, experiments will be conducted 
at Fort Sheridan, under supervision 
of United States army officers, with 
the chemical bomb recently invented 
by Dr. R..L. Fowzer.

both men will be in fairly good con- 
dition, at the worst. 
Trendall has been in the ring so 
seldom in the past year and a half 
that no one knows how to gauge him. 
His last appearance here was with 
Patsy Drouillard of Windgor, Can- 
ada, in an eight-round bout that took 
place before the Future City A. C. 
on Dec. 8 of last year. On that occa- 
sion he claimed to be weighing about. 
140 pounds. He was in fairly good 
condition, but not at his best. How- 
ever, Trendall won the bout on points, 
but he had to fight hard, and in the 
second round was nearly knocked 
out by a hard right half swing that 
landed fairly on the jaw.

Here’s a Line on Trendall. 


The foregoing gives a line on what 
may be expected tomorrow night 
if Trendall is in condition. Kelly 
boxed Pierson here twice, the first 
on April 6 of this year and the sec- 
ond time on April 27. The first was 
a draw, while in the second instance 
I gave Kelly the decision as the win- 
ner rs a small margin. Many who 
saw the bout believed that a draw 
would have been equitable, and a 
few thought Pierson was the winner. 
Therefore, judging by his bouts ‘with 
Kelly, Pierson must be in about the 
same class as Drouillard. 
Trendall beat Drouillard when the 
latter was in good condition.

A wide discrepancy marked the state- 
ments this morning of Dr. and Mrs. A. 
H. Ohmann-Dumesnil, 3966 Lincoln ave- 
nue, in relation to a report that they 
had become reconciled and that the 


noted skin specialist was about to drop 
the divorce suit he filed last week. Mrs. 
Ohmann-Dumesnil said they had talked 
it over and each was sorry, but the 
doctor declared he did not intend to 
abandon the suit. 

The wife told a reporter that she had 
visited her husband's lawyer and tok 
him her husband's charges that she 
was of a nagging and quarelsome dispo- 
sition were untrue and unprovable. She 
and the doctor has been occupying 
separate rooms in their house since the 
suit was brought. 


Not Affected by “13” Superstition.

Dr. Ohmann-Dumesnil, when seen at 
his office in the Times Building, was 
emphatic in his denial that there had 
been a reconciliation. He said his wife 
had asked him about it this morning, 
but added: “The suit has been filed and 
it’s going through.’’ 


No Fault in Mother-in-Law. 
A short time after the suit was filed 


Mrs. Ohmann-Dumesnil was quoted as 
having attributed most of her domestic 
unhappiness to her mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Celeste Dumesnil, 8 years old, who lives 
at the son’s home. The wife was said 
to have complained that Mrs. Dumesnil 
addressed her as “Old Irish,”’ embar- 
rassed and humiliated her by talking 
French to the doctor, although the wife 
does not understand that language, and 
criticising Mrs. Ohmann-Dumesnil’s 
cooking. 

Saturday night Mrs. Ohmann-Dumes- 
nil told a reporter that she had no fault 
to find with her mother-in-law, whom 
she described as a “dear, sweet old 
lady,’ and as a “most excellent cook.” 


REFUSES TO RESIGN IN ADVANCE, 
LOSES JOB AS DEPUTY ASSESSOR 


William J. Mockler Dropped by 
Schram; 11 Others Accerted to 
the New Requirement. 

City Assessor Schramm, it was learned 
today, has required the 122 men selected 
by him for appointment “as Deputy A«- 
sessors to sign resignations, with the 
dates blank, in advance of their ap- 
pointment. The reason for this unusual) 
arrangement, he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today, is to “avoid the painful 
duty of dismissing anyone who might 

prove incompetent.” 

This requirement became know” 
through the refusal of William J. Mock- 
ler, one of the 12 men selected from a 
list of 20, to accept the place under such 
conditions. Mockler was a District Aas- 
sessor from 1908 to 1911. He signed one 
of the resignations the other day, bu- 
today he went to Schramm and asked 
for its return, saying his self-respect 
would not permit him to agree on such 
an arrangement. 

Schramm returned the paper which 
Mockler had signed, and told him that 
he was eliminated from the list of those 
chosen. Under the new charter, the 
Assessor has the power to remove ua 
deputy, with or without cause, but the 
person removed has the right to demand 
that the reasons for the removal be filed 
in writing. This would not be required, 
apparently, if the removal took the form 
of acceptance of a voluntary resigna- | 
tion.

Park Creation Booms Real Estate. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The bill for the purchase of Forest Park passed 
the Legislature in 1872. A few months before 
the bill was passed an acre and a quarter of 
ground at the southeast corner of Lindell ave- 
nue and King’s highway opposite what is now 
the main entrance to Forest Park was in the 
market for $2800. No buyer would have it. The 
passage of the park act inaugurated one the 
most notable periods of real estate activity in 
the history of St. Louis. Intending visitors had 
eccme from New York, Chicago, Cincinnati and 
Indianapolis to buy ground in the immediate 
vicinity of proposed park. Before the pas- 
sage of t act they bargained for $1,800,000 
worth of St. Louis property. Most of the pro- 
pesed pufchases were conditioned on the park 
bill going through. St. Louis real estate men be- 
lieved that the transactions would reach $10,000,- 
600 to $12,000,000 within a year. Litigation 
against the park stopped investment. Before the 
legal snarl was straightened and the act of the 
Legislature sustained, the panic of 1873 came on. 
St. Louls at length obtained the park, but the 
encouragement to foreign capital to invest in 
St. Louis was checked by the delay. 


OLD TIMER. 


City Ownership of Street Railways. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

If I understand the Post-Dispatch correctly, it 
ts in favor for the city to try “by hook or crook” 
to get the properties of the United Rallways 
without paying anything for them. 

If the city were to operate the cars the people 
would get city efficiency, and most people know 
what that is.

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| AMERICAN OPINION CRYSTALLIZED. 


There never was a better example of the rapid 
crystallization of public sentiment in a sound 
conclusion covering a public issue than that 
which followed the publication of the President’s 
note to Germany. 

Before the substance of the note was given out 
there was a chaos of confused thought and a 
babel of voices. The jingo shrieked and the 
peace-at-any-price advocates howled. The various 
groups of hyphenated citizens rushed to extremes 
pro and con. A fiood of differing counsels poured 
into Washington and ovérflowed into the news- 
papers. 

When the President spoke chaos vanished and 
babel ceased. He defined the American case 
so judiciously, clearly, convincingly in such strong 
but reasonable terms that the great mass of the 
people saw the light and realized the/fairness of 
his article and the logic of his conclusion. With 
the exception of a few irreconciliable hyphens 
and chronic critics, there was swift accord in 
support of the Government’s position. There is 
practical American unity in these points: 

1. The enforcement of American rights—the 
rights of neutrals on the sea. 

2. The safeguarding of American ships—neutral 
ships—and of the lives and property of Americans 
—neutrals on all merchant ships. 

3. The observance of international law and 
agreements and of civilized usage in the treat- 
ment of Americans—all neutrals—in sea war- 
fare—and the elimination of modes of warfare 
which are necessarily illegal and inhuman. 

4. The attainment of these ends by peaceful 
means,.if possible; but at any cost, if needful. 

Americans stand united and firm on this solid 
ground of right, reason and humanity. 

They await the outcome with calm confidence. 
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DEWEY ON THE FACTS. 


As president of the General Board for the 
last 15 years, I can say with absolute con- 
fidence that the efficiency of the fleet has 
steadily progressed and has never heen as 
high as it is today.—Admiral George Dewey.

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REGIONAL BANKS FULLY ORGANIZED. 


After many months’ consideration the Federal 
Reserve Board has just decided a question which 
iz expected to have much weight in inducing 
state institutions to join their resources with 
those of the new United States banking system. 

As provisions of law prohibiting banks organ- 
ized under state acts to enter the system were 
repealed or amended, directors of such banks 
began to wrestle with this question: It had been 
made easy for them to get into the system, but 
would it be as easy to get out, if circumstances 
should make it desirable to end the connection? 
The board has wisely reached a favorable de- 
cision on their plea that, as their membership is 
voluntary, the question of its retention should 
also be voluntary. The only condition imposed 
is that the total resources that may be with- 
drawn by state banks from the Federal Reserve 
system in any one year shall not exceed a cer- 
tain maximum. 

May 1 was the date fixed for the payment of 
the last installment of 50 per cent of the capital 
stock of the various regional banks. For the 
first time, accordingly, the present month sees 
the new United States banking system fully 
organized. A point that gave concern to direc- 
tors having been simplified, the accession of 
state’ banks will now begin on a considerable 
scale. Unless some unlooked-for crisis should 
make it necessary, the paying in of the remain- 
ing 50 per cent of capital will probably never 
be called for. 
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UP IN I-0-ah. 


That’s the way they pronounce it nowadays. 
Years ago loway was good enough. In those days 
Iowa boys went barefoot summers and made 
one pair of brass-tipped, blue-leather-topped boots 
do during freezing weather. A hoss-and-buggy 
outfit was smart; if it was built for two it was 
smart enough to excite the envious derision of 
youngsters forced to go to meeting, town or Fri- 
day night spelling match afoot, on horseback or 
in the lumber wagon. 

Corn grew 60 to 100 bushels to the acre in 
those days and sold for 18 to 25 cents at the 
nearest railroad town. Land was worth $15 to 
$40 an acre. A good corn husker earned $18 to 
$20 a month and his board—pork pie cooked in 
a six-quart milk pan in the morning, pot roast 
and potatoes and maybe cornbread and milk for 
dessert for supper; and he milked two to seven 
cows in the dusk after the day’s rush in the 
field—milked them “while resting,” as the boss 
humorously put it. Rainy days they ground tools 
in a shed, taking turns at the grindstone handle. 

Good beefsteak brought 10 cents a pound, eggs 
8 to 10 cents a dozen, butter 10 to 15 cents a 
pound; fat young chickens, fresh from the block, 
15 to 20 cents apiece. Potatoes, 20 cents a bushel. 
Apples—and every farm had a fine orchard in 
those days—nearly all gone now—sold in the 
villages for 75 cents to $1.50 per three-bushel 
barrel; beliflowers, pippins, greenings, the best 
ever. Musk melons juicy as peaches, flavoréd to 
beat anything Rocky Ford ever grew and 12 to 
1h inches in diameter, a nickel apiece off farm 
wagons in any country town. 

Those folks lived in Arcadia and didn’t realize 
it. Lilacs bloomed in every dooryard, snowballs 
and roses and hollyhocks and prim flowers from 
New England by way of Ohio and Indianny. And 
the people weren't satisfied. They wanted rail- 
roads, low shoes and high collars. 

St. Louis’ business tourists, going up there 
80 strong, have seen a land the richest the 
sun shines on anywhere. A land whose farmers’ 
clothes are fairly unclean with money. Farms 
worth $250 to $300 an acre. More and bigger auto- 
mobiles being sold there this year than last; 
more of them, by ten to one, than there used to 
be of buggies. Hardly any driving horses seen 
on the road any more;*the farmer that hasn't 
at least one motor car is poorer than the man 
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them have two cars, or three, and a new one 
every year. 

A land that has never known a crop failure, 
though it has known mighty low prices for good 
crops, a few times. A land of fertile, rolling, 
mellow, black earth farms, comfortable housés 
and big barns; of silos and dairies and interurban 
trolleys. A land of small, home-financed and 
home-owned factories, as independent of trust 
competition as if nobody ever invented a trust— 
factories making specialties trusts don’t care to 
bother with. 

The St. Louisans will wonder why this city is 
getting so very small a portion of that rich 
region’s trade. They will discover that one of 
the reasons is want of St. Louis enterprise in 
going after it; another, or so we are told, is in 
discriminatory freight rates, favoring Chicago. 

Our Argonauts went in the right direction 
to find the Golden Fleece. WHere’s hoping they 
break a permanent gap through the transporta- 
tional deadline that more and more makes St. 
Louis a stranger in the markets of the North 
and the Northwest. 
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THE PAINTER INTERREGNUM. 

In the absence of Gov. Major from the State, 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter granted 36 paroles 
in three weeks, which is at the rate of 624 a year. 

Several persons convicted of serious crimes 
were beneficiaries of his clemency after serving 
only a negligible fraction of the severe sentences 
imposed as fitting their deserts. He violated the 
rule as to the minimum term to be served before 
release through executive action. Some of the 
cases on which he passed peremptorily were cases 
in which clemency had previously been refused by 
the parole board after a full investigation. 

Doubtless some of those to whom an oppor- 
tunity to begin life anew has come prematurely 
through his action will show themselves worthy 
of the special consideration accorded them. The 
regrettable feature of such a three-weeks’ inter- 
regnum in the usual principles governing release 
is the widespread impression it gives that veer 
ency may depend on favoritism, political pull, 
other circumstances from which convicts gener- 
ally cannot benefit. When prisoners who are 
making an honest, earnest endeavor for amend- 
ment are passed over, they and their friends are 
justified in feeling that they are discriminated 
against. 

An acting Governor serving for a brief period 
in lieu of the responsible executive has no busi- 
ness to introduce unusual and demoralizing ele- 
ments in the system that ordinarily controls in 
such matters. 
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WHAT BELOIT (KAN.) WAS SPARED. 

So far as cognizance taken of it and informa- 
tion about it furnished by the Daily Call are 
concerned, the war in Europe ended early last 
fall for the people of Beloit, Kan. 

Editor A. B. Adamson, being of English and 
most of his readers of German descent, he 
adopted the policy of ignoring all news of the 
fighting. For months the Call has not had even 
a reference to war. While a public print of a 
century or more ago which excluded every men- 
tion of the history-making events of the Napole- 
onic wars would now be deemed a curiosity, 
just as the Call will be a century from now, Edi- 
tor Adamson’s motive was altogether admirable. 

It was a self-denial on Beloit’s part in the 
interest of real Americanism. Under unusual 
circumstances, all residents of the town were 
enabled to dwell in harmony, without unchar- 
itableness and strife over questions on which 
they were powerless to exert any influence. 

As long as the issues of the war were confined 
exclusively to Europe, how much did Beloit 
lose? What decisive development has there been 
since the battle of the Marne? And see what 
Beloit has gained! It has been spared the be- 
wildering discrepancies of rival press bureaus in 
London and Paris and Berlin and Vienna, the 
long-winded explanations that did not explain 
of the syndicated strategists, the tedious, ma- 
chine-made letters of war correspondents trying 
to make copy after being permitted to see only 
things not worth while, the savage communica- 
tions to the editor alternately tearing Kaiser 
and allies limb from limb. 

The Call has prospered amazingly under the 
policy—a point of suggestiveness to much larger 
newspaper enterprises—and now that an issue of 
the war has been transferred to America can 
speak with a weight of patriotic authority in- 
suring Beloit unity in behalf of the home view.

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‘*‘SNOOPING.’’ 

We have been criticised for our excessive use 
of the term “snooping.” 

Onomatomania is ordinarily a pathological de- 
rangement characterized by a morbid dread of 
some particular word, coupled with irresistible 
impulse to repeat it; but our onomatomania with 
respect to “snooping” proceeds from dread and 
hatred of the thing itself. Our trouble may be 
diagnosed as a wholesome love of personal liber- 
ty, and we harp on snooping as one of the things 
most repugnant to it. 

“Snooping” is indeed a stinkweed in the gar- 
den of words. It is an illegitimate word to stig- 
matize an illegitimate thing. Its only claim to 
relations in decency lies in its proximity to 
“enook”’—which is only semi-respectable, mean- 
ing to lurk or lie in ambush. (Snooping will lie 
anywhere and at all times.) Snooping is dis- 
missed by Webster with a wave of the hand and 
a finger to his nose: i. e., “to sniff; smell; to 
pry about; to search; to look or, pry about or 
into others’ affairs in a sneaking way.” And 
he lets a snooper off easy as “one who snoops: 
a prying sneak.” But a plain Anglo-Saxon law- 
yer came nearer it the other day when he called 
one “a dirty lying sneak and an eavesdropping 
vermin.” 

“Snooping” is really too unpleasant to dwell 
upon at length. We would about as soon fondle 
one of those well-known little black and white 
musteline carnivorous kittens of the genus me- 
phitis as to handle the detestable and noisome 
term at all. We do it only through ’a sense of 
duty. Public health, public morals, the safety 
of the republic, liberty, freedom itself, require 
it. Somebody has to do it in these trying times 
of multiplying meddlers, busybodies, sumptu- 
arists and reformers with sinister methods. 
Whenever we handle it we wish for a pair of 
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MR. ANTWINE ON GERMANY’S ANSWER. 


LMOST everybody in the hills came down to 
A the store to see if there were any news from 
Berlin, but Mr. Antwine regretted to report 

that there was none. 

‘*I can tell you about what it will be, though,’’ the 
philosopher said. ‘‘Germany is not going to aban- 
don her submarine policy without first trying to use 
it for diplomatic trading purposes in getting rid of 
the British blockade of German ports; but she will 
quit blowing up noncombatants of neutral nations, I 
think, and may be said already to have given that 
part—of her policy up. I notice the Transylvania, 
another Cunard liner carrying American passengers, 
has safely reached port on the other side; and the 
danger of being blown up on this trip has, I take it, 
been about done away with by the tremendous out- 
break of indignation which followed the destruction 
of the Lusitania. 

‘‘What we shall have, in my opinion, is a long 
series of diplomatic exchanges in which Germany 
will back down little by little from an untenable 
position. She cannot continue outraging interna- 
tional conceptions of morality and humanity, and 
will not try to do so now that she has learned how 
far from agreeing with her the wide world is. The 
Germans will need the friendship of the world after 
the war, and if they have already set out to regain

it, they are only doing what is necessary for them 
as a nation. I think we will have warlike utterances, 
but that is about all. Germany is wrong. Sh2 can’t 


stick to that. Nobody can.”’ 


THE REPUBLIC OF PORTUGAL. 


HE republic of Portugal is fortunately not 
supervised and regulated by the Monroe 
Doctrine and can do as it pleases. It is 
pleased at this time to engage in a revolu- 
tion, and the Government is, for the time being 
at least, hiding out. Like most young republics, 
Portugal votes with powder and shot, and an election 
is a fairly sanguinary matter. We are not yet wholly 
informed as to the casualties in the present affair, 
but they were heavy enough to impress the minority 
with the wisdom of biding its time, and it is unlikely 
that there will be another recourse to the polls until 
a sufficient time has elapsed to enable the need for 
another upheaval to make itself felt. 

What Portugal needs is a free and well-divided 
press. We have found this practicable in our own 
republic, and recommend it. There is more satis- 
factory action in a good letter column than there is 
in an army and navy, and once a republic has learned 
to do it the completeness with which editorial lead- 
ers take the place of military leaders is perhaps the 
most surprising political phenomenon of our times. 
We hope to see this truth find lodgment there, and 
that very soon. To shoot up a good old town like 
Lisbon is reactionaryism of the most pronounced sort.

PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—A memo- 
rial signed by Americans of prominence 
has been addressed to Emperor William 
of Germany asking the remission fur 
the present at least of war indemnities 
imposed upon cities and provinces of 
Belgium. It says in part: 

To his majesty, William II, Emperor 
of Germany—Greeting: 

We, the undersigned, citizens of the 
United States of America, recalling witn 
pleasure the long friendship that has 
existed between Germany and the 
United States of America, most respect- 
fully address your imperial majesty 
upon a matter which we believe to oe 
of the first importance at this trying 
time. 

Remission of War Indemnities. 


We most respectfully petition your 
imperial majesty, and through you the 
German Imperial Government, that as 
an act of clemency, there may be, for 
the present at least, a remission of the 
war indemnities that have been imposed 
on cities and provinces in Belgium. 

If this petition should be granted by 
the considerate act of your imperial 
majesty and the Government of the 
German Empire, we believe that it 
would not only be of immense benefit 
to the suffering Belgians, but also that 
it would be of tho hignest :nterest of 
the great people over whom your im- 
perial majesty bears rule.

NEW YORK, May 17.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“As on Saturday, so today, the great 
part of the day’s recovery on the Stock 
Exchange was achieved over night. 
Prices even of standard investment 
stocks opened 1 to 1% points above last 
week's closings; initial advances in some 
of the speculative industrials were con- 
siderably greater. There was not much 
advance beyond these initial] prices. The 
market held firm, despite some occasion- 
al scattered reactions, but trading was 
light, and both Wall street and the out- 
side public were disposed to follow the 
judgment of banking houses and com- 
mission brokers. and move cautiously 
while awaiting Germany's renny to our 
Government’s demands. 

‘It could not be sara that the news of 
the day encouraged action in either di- 
rection. There was certainly news 
enough in sight, but it had not passed 
the fleld of rumor and conjecture. The 
whole world was indulging in guesses 
regarding the probable action of Berlin, 
and each guess was worth as mucn as 
any other. 

“Ttaly was watched, after the extraor- 
dinary series of events since Salandra 
virtually appealed to the direct and im- 
mediate judgment of the Italian people 
and received its demands for war. 

“Even in our winter wheat belt the 
‘crop experts’ were as busy as before, 
but excepting for admitting considerable 
insect damage, were as mutually contra- 
dictory in their views. It was, in brief, 
a market in which nobody cared to move 
aggressively, because no one felt that 
his feet would be on the same ground of 
— governing influences tomorrow as 
today. 


Foreign Exchange Strong. 

Exchange on London was strong to- 
day; on Paris, weak, and this in spite 
of the remarkable operation in progress 
for the transfer of $100,000,000 gold 
from Paris to London, as a basis for 
regulating exchange with New York. 
This change in program of the Bank of 
France from its recent attempt to meet 
its American requirements by -gold 
shipments direct to us from Bordeaux, 
is based on plain advantages of the 
alternative last selected. London of- 
fers to guarantee $300,000,000 interna- 
tional credits on the basis of this $100,- 
000,000 gold remittance; whereas _re- 
mittance, even of that same amount 
in gold, direct to New York City, would 
only provide for $100,000,000 accruing 
American indebtedness. But a quite in- 
evitable sequel is that substantial 
amounts in gold will be sent, as a sup- 
plementary operation from Canada to 
New York 

“Among. both economists and prac- 
tical financiers there will be much 
conjecture as to precisely what ef- 
fect this surrender by the French 
bank of s oenormous a sum of gold 
-—nearly one-eighth of its total gold 
reserve—will, have On the statug of 
that institution. From one point of 
view, it will naturally be weakened; 
the free convertibility of the bank’s 
outstanding notes, which are $1,100.,- 
600,000 larger than in the middie of 
last July, would become a still more 
remote probability. 

“But the depreciation of French 
currency would have to be measured, 
like the depreciation of the German 
currency, by an abnormally adverse 
movement of the foreign exchanges. 
These already stand heavily against 
Paris, and a much more unfavorable 
movement would have been inevit- 
ble had no measures been taken to 
sustain them. 

“In such a case the attitude of a 
freat national bank towards its gold 
reserve ought to be the same as that 
of a private bank in a similar emer- 
gency. Reserves, in the one case as 
in the other, are meant to be used 
when needed, to maintain the credit 
of the institution and of the com- 
munity which it serves. Financia] 
Paris bas fortunately given ear to 
none of the sophistries which have 
led financial Berlin to insist that its 
currency is in a sound position, be- 
cause suspending gold payments it 
has forbidden export of gold or a 
domestic permium on it. The gold re- 
tained in a national bank, under 
such conditions, mght ialmost as well 
be pig iron.

Adverse crop reports sent wheat prices 
up 2c a busnel in the local market early 


today after an irregular Opening. Sev- 
eral crop experts sent in reports placing 
the damage from Hessian fly as high as 
Kh) per cent. Steady spot wheat quota- 
tions in Liverpool and Paris, coupled 
with a better sentiment over the diplo- 
matic outlook, also aided the bulls. 
The market closed irregularly down 
from the top, but at wide gains com- 
pared with Saturday’s closing. Corn 
and oais closed fractionally higher. 

Statistical news was mixed. Minneap- 
cliis wheat receipts totaled 26 cars, 
against 328 last week and 150 last year. 
Duluth, 42, against 39 and 88. Winnipeg, 
149, against 124 and 179 Minneapolis 
wheat stocks decreased 140, 0009 bu for two 
days. 

Local wheat receipts were 74,000 bu, 
against 103,000 bu last year. Shipments, 
27,000 bu, against 38,000 bu. 

Total primary wheat receipts were l,- 
069,000 bu, against 689,000 bu last year. 
Shipments, 836,000 bu, against 956,000 bu. 

The Clement Curtis Co.’s report said: 

“Our reports this morning show sharp 
decline in wheat condi tion. Southern 
and Eastern Kansas makes loss from 20 
to 60 ner cent from fly. Missouri report- 
ing damage from 2 a to 50 per cent from 
fly and bugs. Big wheat counties ‘in 
Illinois report loss in condition from 10 
to 40 pek.cent by fly, bugs and dry soil.
